Andover’s total appropriations 
for 1952 reach the record high mark 
of $1,390,632.15, an increase of 
$228,509.87 over a year ago as the 
result of action taken Monday night 
at the session of the town meeting 
postponed from a week ago. 

This all-time high mark in the 
town’s appropriations for depart- 
ment budgets and special articles 
follows closely the recommenda- 
tions of the finance committee and 
indicate an estimated $4 increase 
in the tax rate from $40 to $44.

of fair play, the feeling of pride 
in good government, political free- 
dom because the people have free- 
dom of choice. The most revealing 
moment at the recent meeting may 
have been when a voter asked for 
and received an explanation of a 
trivial sum while hundreds of citi- 
zens respectfully waited. This 
symbolizes the culmination of a 
centuries-long struggle for freedom 
from political tyranny. 

If you told our student that, you 
would be telling him the truth but 
not the whole truth, for town meet- 
ing sometimes falls short of its 
possibilities. Let me give you an 
example. 

This town elects only five 
school officials. This group di- 
rects the most important and most 
expensive job in our community — 
the education of our children. Al- 
though only they are accountable 
to the people for policy, results 
and costs, this committee comes 
to our annual business meeting 
without a single word of explana- 
tion for its stewardship for last 
year or plans for the current year. 
This taciturn attitude, I think, is 
out of harmony with the democratic 
way of conducting the public’s 
business. 

Intended perhaps as a substitute 
for oral explanations, our commit- 
tee makes available a curious 
document entitled ‘Annual Report 
of the School Committee.’’ In its 
36 pages you will find such in- 
formation as who won the spelling 
prizes in grade five and what songs: 
were sung at commencement, 

Printed there are reports of the 
Committee’s employees ranging 
from the superintendant to the hy- 
Bienist and truant officer. But 
where is your committee’s report? 
The statement on page six is 
merely an evasion, Hasn’t the 


school committee a single idea of 
its own which it is willing to 
share with the people of this town? 
How are you going to explain such 
official reticence to our student, 
Mr. Editor?
